come to the following Conclu/ic om, in which Tam daily more 
and more confirm’d ; wiz. 

That as far as my perfonal Knowledge has reach’d, J /ook 
upon thefe religious Appearances in the general tobe the HAPPY 
Errects of Divine Inriuencr. I have had an Oppor- 
tunity of being perfonally and particularly acquainted witha 
great Number of thofe who have been the Sudjeé?s of religious 
Concern in this acceptable Year of the Lord: And when [hear 
them declare what they have experienced on their own Souls 
with Refpect to Convidtion, Humiliation, [lumination of the 
Mind in the Knowledge of Curis ST, together with a happy 
confequent Change they experience in the Will and . Afpections, 
and withal obferve the Correfpondency of their Lives with 
their profefs’d Experiences ; Lam unavoidably led to conclude, 
in a Judgment of Charity of many of them, that they have really 
undergone a faving Change. I have long obfervid a remarka- 
ble Uniformity in the main Strokes of their /prritual Concern. 
And more lately have noticed with particularPleafure, @ great 
Thirft after Deétrinal Knowledge, a greater Injight into their 
own flearts, and a Love growing more and more in Knowledge 
and in all ‘fudg ment. 

As to Errors in Doéfrine or Diforders and Extravagancies 
in Praétice that any who have been the Subjects of the late 
religious Concern may have fallen into; I ” h umbly of Opi- 
nioa that the/e, if fuch there be, ought neither ta be winked at, 
nor reprefented through a Microfe: cope, but proper Teftimony 
fhould be born a vaintt them. Yet inthe mean Time I think 
they fhould not be reprefented ten fold greater than they really 
are, and by this Means the Glory of GOD’s Work obfcured 

under a Cloud of imaginary Errors and Diforders. For my

own Part 1 have feen /ittle or no Appearance of the Growth of 
Antinomian FExrors, or any Thing vifonary or enthufiaftick, 
either in sine oven Conzregation or among. the People in the 
Neighbourhood where I live. Indeed if aflerting Juftification 
by Faith alone, and Denying it by the Law as a Covenant 
of Works, while the eternal Obligation of the Law as a Rule 
of Life,is ftrongly maintained in PraGtice as well as Profeffon, 
if this (I fay) be Antinomian Do&trine ; then we have a great 
Growth of Antinomiani/m. Again, if afferting the Necedlity 
of fupernatural Influence or divine Energy in Converfion, or, 
the Reality of the immediate witneffing and fealing of the 
Spirit be Enthufiafmn ; ; then we havea “remarkable Spread 
of Enthufiafm: And in thefe Senfes may Antinomiani/m and 
Enthufiajm grow more and more till they overfpread the 
whole Land. 
If you apprehend that the Publication of this Letter, or 
any Part of it,will be of Service to the glorious Work of GOD; 
1 am willing you fhould make that Ute of it. The Subftance 
thereof being what I truft (through divine Affiftance) I fhall 
always adhere to, and never be afhamed of. «

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'HUS we have given our Readers the TastTimMony and 
ADVICE of the late AsseEMBLY of Paftors, with the At- 
TESTATIONS of 43 abjent Paftors 5 as they were publifbed by 
the faid Ajfimbly’s Committee : To which we may add that we 


are informed by the Rev. Mr. PRINCE, one of the Scribes of 
the faid AJembly. 


* That very few of the Minifters prefent in the late vene- 
rable Aflembly complained of Errors or Diforders in the 
Congregations they belong’d to: That /evera/declared they 
had had none from the Beginning ; but, in the extraordinary 
Revival of Religion among their People, the Work had 
been carried on with great Serioufnefs and Regularity : 
That Others declared, that where there had been fome Dif- 
orders and Mittakes at firft in /ome, thro’ the great Num- 
bers fuddenly and mightily awaken’d, the great Diftrefs of 
fome in their Convictions, the great Joy of others upon 
their laying Hold on CurisT and finding a wondrous 
Change within them,the Frailties of fome, and the Surprize 
of all; yet in a little while they faw and own’d their Mif- 
takes, came into a more fettled Way of thinking, fpeaking 
and behaving, and the Diforders ceafed ; Declaring alfo 
that both Errors and Diforders had been greatly magnified

* where the Minifters oppofed the Work, and thereby loft 
much of their Refpeét and Influence. 

* To this may be added, That whereas feveral of the Rev. 
Paftors prefent in the faid Aflembly fubfcribed the Tefimony 
and Advice, as to the Sub/tance, others to the Subfiance, Scope 
and End; and others without Reftriction: This feemed 

chiefly to arife from this particular Paffage in the faid Ad- 
vice, viz. ** That Minifters do mot invade the Province of 
** others, and in ordinary Cafes preach in another’ sParifh with- 
** out his Knowledge and againft his Confent.’” In which par- 
* ticular Article fome of the Paftors thought that A/Ziniffers 
* and ethers preaching in other Minifters Parifhes was wot fuf- 
* ficiently teftified againff. Other Paftors fear’d that this Ar- 
© ticle was in Danger of being conffrued and perverted to the 
* great Infringement of Chriftian and Humane Liberty of Con- 
© fcience. And other Paftors apprehended that this Article 
* was fufficiently guarded by this Limitation to oR DINARY 

* Cases: Leaving it to the ferious Confcience both of AZi- 
© niffers and ethers to judge when the Cafes are ordinary or 
© not ordinary. 

* And as People of all Denominations and Opinions in the 
© Chriftian World reckon it lawful in many Ca/es tor Minifters 
€ to preach in the Parifhes ofothers without their Knowledge 
© and againft theirConfent : Thus theProteftants preach in the 
* Parifhes of Papift Minifters in Hungary, and formerly in 
© France; the Prefbyterians, Congregationalifts, Baptilts and 
© Quakers in the Parifhes of Epifcopalian Minifters in Eng- 
© land, Ireland, Virginia, and Carolina ; the Epifcopalians, 
© Baptifts and Quakers in the Parifhes of Congregational 
© Minifters in New-England; and this Liberty cannot be 
© invaded or denied without inhumanly invading the effential 
* Rights of Confcience : So it muft be left to the /erious Con- 
‘ fciences both of Minifters and People: And in the free Ex- 
© ercife of Confcience they are doubtlefs to be indulged with 
‘ great Tendernets, Meeknefs and Forbearance ; as every

For 
the Revival ot Religion, and 2. tor Rain, it being a very dry 
Seafon. We invited in to our Help the Rev. Mr. Thacher of 
i Middleborough, the Rev. Mr. Ruggles of Roche/ler, and the 
a Rev. Mr. Wales of Raynham. ‘Vhe Day was attended with 
very great Solemnity ; and the An/twer was very remarkable, 
and we may fay, as Haiah 65. 24. While they ave jet /peak- 
i ing, L will bear. Fora very confiderable Supply of Aaim 
’ was fent us that Day. And as to the Revival ot Religion; a 
! ; wonderful Serioujne/s difcovered in fome that was more than 
common. IL obferved from that very Time there was an appa 
rent Difference in Relation to Perions attending the publick 
Morfip, and a greater Regard to the San.tification of the Sab- 
bath. Some Time atter this, Convictions gradually proceeded, 
and openly evident : manv of which I have al! pofibleReafon 
to think ended in found Converfiem. A comfiderabie Number 
among us joining themfelves to the C burch , their regular 
Conver fations evidencing their Sincerity. As to the Sarts of 
Perjons , 1 mutt fay it was very much om soung ones of both 
Sexes. Alfo fome who before had profets’d themfelves of 
contrary Opinions were now reclaimed and brought ott: Pray 
erle{/s, to be praverful in their Families.
